Red Army Scores Victor 


Chinese 


5,000 Advance To 
Within 12 Miles 


of Foochow 
IMPERIALIST COUNTRIES 


RUSH WARSHIPS TO 
FIGHT COMMUNISTS 


SHANGHAI, Aug. 3.—With re- 
ports of a force of more than 
5,000 troops of the Chinese Red 
Army only twelve miles from 
Foochow, warships of three na- 
tions were rushed to that city 
today in an effort to protect their 
investments and aid the Nation- 
alist government in an attack. 


The United States gunboat Sac- 
ramento was rushed to the scene, 
a British destroyer was ordered 
to proceed from Hongkong at 
once and a Japanese warship was 
already under way. 


The recent collapse of the lat- 
est Knomintang anti-Soviet cam- 
paign was one of the _ greatest 
military victories scored in China 
in many years, when the Red 
Army, aided by workers and peas- 
ants, put to utter rout eight crack 
divisions of the Knomintang army 
who had been specially trained by 
the German general, Von Seeck. 
Beaten before they even entered 
Soviet territory, they fled and 
mass desertions to the Red Army 
were great. The prestige gained 
in the beating back of six of 
Chiang Kai Shek’s anti-Soviet 
campaigns and the capture of 
Shiukow has swung huge new 
areas to supporting the Soviet 
government. 

The present advance toward 
Foochow of the Red Army has 
the backing of the workers and 
peasants who have prevented the 
embar on Soviet territory be- 
ing effective. 


War Dept. to Make 
Coast Survey to 
Build Airbases 


DERN ON _ INSPECTION 
TOUR; TO DEMAND 
BIGGER ARMY, MORE 
PLANES. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 2.— 
To increasi.,. the war prepara- 
tions on the Pacific Coast, par- 
ticularly in the Ninth Corps Area, 
Secretary of War Dern passed 
through here today announcing 
that a complece survey will be 
made of California and the whole 
Coast soon. Dern is enroute to 
Portland, Ore., where he will con- 
fer with Pres. Roosevelt on the 
matter when the latter arrives on 
the cruiser Houston. 


“There must be many army 
airbases built north of San Fran- 
cisco,” Dern declared. “The 
army is concentrating its air 
forces on this coast,” a policy he 
indicated would be extended. 

Dern just finished a complete 
survey of the Panama Canal and 
is preparing a report demanding 
the army be raised to 165,000 
regulars, and a great increase be 
made in the Panama forces, both 


as to men and artillery and 
planes. 

Alaska Survey. 

The proposed airbases are in 


line with the recent navy flight 
to Alaska, which proved the feas- 
ibility of sending squadrons of 
small attack planes over long 
flights with bases at distances of 
several hundreds of miles apart. 
The planes, in addition to the 
army flight of bombers which is 
expected to be sent soon to Fair- 
banks, Alaska, will remain for sur- 
vey work along the Aleutian Is- 
lands and mainland Alaska in 
preparation to establishing of 
many airbases im “that territory 
Two submarines an. other craft 
have been sent to these waters to 
carry out the naval survey. 


The training camps of the Na- 
tional Guardsmen have been ad- 
vanced. Now that they have been 
pulled off the San Francisco wat- 
erfront the three encampments of 
two weeks each for further train- 
ing in riot drill will start at once.

Harry Jackson In 
Court Test Fight 
On Suppression 


Try to Frame Marine Workers 
Industrial Union Head 
On Vagrancy 


FRANCISCO, Aug. 3.— 
Harry Jackson, militant Pacific 
Coast organizer of the Marine 
Workers’ Industrial Union, was 
tried for vagrancy before a jury 
in Judge Alden Ames’ court 
Thursday and today. As we go 
to press the trial is still proceed- 
ing, with Jackson on the witness 
stand. 

The trial, a test fight on whe- 
ther the San Francisco and state 
iawS on vagrancy can be con- 
strued as they were in Imperial 
Valley, is of the utmost import- 
ance in the fighting back of the

militant workingclass movement 
against tascist attempts at sup- 
pression. Jackson is held’ on 


charges of vagrancy over a period 
of ten days. The first frame-up 
charges of being “lewd, dissolute, 
a night-prowler, and an associate 
of known pickpockets and thieves ' 
have been dropped and he is 
charged with having no legal oc- 
cupation and won't work when it 
is offered. 

The frame-up is as raw as the 
attack on the M.W.I.U. hall haa 
been. No testimony has been of- 
fered to back it up. But the 
charge “no legal occupation” is 
aimed at declaring all those active 
in the revolutionary movement oi 
the working class. 

Realizing the importance ot 
this trial, workers have jammed 
the court room every day and 
long lines extend along the cor- 
ridors. 

Leo Gallagher, candidate for 
Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court and internationally known 
as defender of workers, is fight-

Whitewash Police 
Killers of Sperry 
and Condeorakis 


CORONER JURY INQUIRY 
ON MURDERS _IS 
RUSHED THRU 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 3.— 
The police who murdered two 
workers here on Bloody Thurs- 
day have been whitewashed! 

Yesterday in a fake inquiry be- 
fore the coroner’s jury the ruth- 
less killing on July Sth of Nick 
Condeorakis (Bordois) and How- 
ard Sperry at Steuart and Market 
streets near the I. L. A. hall was 
given an official “O.K.” 

The cold-blooded murder of 
Sperry was called “Justtfiable 
homicide. Death caused by buck- 
shot wounds inflicted by an un- 
known officer in lawful perform- 
ance of his duty in suppressing 
a riot.” Comrade Condeorakis, 
member of the Communist Party, 
was declared killed “from gunshot 
wounds inflicted by a person or 
persons unknown to the jury.” 

Police Captain Dullea, after ad- 
mitting the slugs were fired “evi- 
dently by police,” tried to assert 
that “we can’t tell who fired those 
shots, but there was’ shooting 
from both sides.” This, despite 
the well known fact that the 
thousands of longshore pickets 
and other workers were totally 
unarmed and hundreds of wit- 
nesses could testify to the fact 
that only the police shot. Their 
lies that rocks were thrown thus 
provoking the firing were dis- 
proved by other testimony show- 
ing no rocks were thrown until 
later, when workers’ defended 
themselves. 

Every effort was made to rush 
the whitewashing through quickly. 

Ivan Cox, local secretary of 
the I. L. A., was finally permit- 
ted to read into the record an 
affidavit by Alexander Todd, man- 
ager of the service station on the 
corner where the murders oc- 
curred. When Todd sent his son 
to aid the men lying dead or 
wounded on the sidewalk police 
ordered him to “Get the hell out 
of here or you'll get what they 
got.” 

The whitewashing, 
through on schedule 
action being taken against the 
police department, city, and the 
officers who shot the two work- 
ers, is done. But the workers 
will never forget Howard Sperry 
and Nick Condeorakis who died 
in their fight,

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 1.— 
San Francisco labor will not be 
suppressed. This was the answer 
on August First — International 
Day Against War and Fascism— 
this was the answer to Chief 
Quinn’s declaration that the “rad- 
icals have been driven out of San 
Francisco.” 

In spite of threats from Mayor 
Rossi, Chief Quinn and Captain 
O'Meara, workers packed the 
Knights of the Red Branch hall 
last night, cheered Communist 
speakers and voiced militant pro- 
tests against war and fascist sup- 
pression of workers’ rights. The 
turn-out was evidence of the de- 
termination of the workers to mil- 
itantly defend their rights against 
all attacks. 

Originally announced for Polk 
Hail, the meeting had to be 
moved to Mission street when 
Municipal Courts refused to grant 
a restraining order to revoke can- 
cellation of the hall. Newspapers 
announced that no meeting would 
be held. But by word-ot-mouth 
hundreds of workers were able 
to find out that the meeting was 
moved to the Mission street hall, 
and many could not get in after 
it was filled. 

Communists Speak. 


John Weatherwax spoke for the 
League Against War and Fas- 
cism. Leo Gallagher, famous at- 
torney who defended Reichstag 
frame-up prisoners, and Sarah 
Bard Field, author, spoke in de- 
tense of workers’ rights. Col. 
Chas. Erskine Scott Wood spoke 
from the floor urging workers to 
militant organization. Harry Jack- 
son, organizer of the M.W.1.U., 
now facing frame-up charges in 
Judge Ames’ court, announced 
the opening of the union hall and 
efforts to obtain a Federal in- 
junction to prevent lawless nolice 
raids. He declared that copies 
of the Western Worker were be- 
ing sold on all ships in port. Joe 
Wilson, organizer of the I.1..D. 
and chairman of the meeting, 
stated that the I.L.D. was driving 
for the release of all prisoners by 
Saturday. A voluntary coilection 
of $148.00 was made by the aud- 
ience and an unanimous decision 
to support the drive. 

Minnie Carson, Communist can- 
didate for Congress, received a 
tremendous ovation. Her cal: for 
all workers to join the Comiuunist 
Party in answer to the bosses’ 
challenge met with unanimous ap- 
plause. She spoke in place of 
Sam Darey, scheduled to speak 
but urgent necessity called him 
away to Sacramento. 


The first issue of the Western 
Worker since the raids was on 
sale and was snatched up eager- 
ly by the workers. Announce- 
ment that the paper would con- 


tinue with its scheduled  twice- 
weekly publication drew enorm- 
ous applause from the entire

San Jose Workers, 
Driven From Town, 
Retarn to Fight 


VIGILANTE MOB, POLICE 
UNITE; KIDNAPPED 
HAULED TO SANTA 
BARBARA. 


LOS ANGELES, July 25.—Last 
Thursday night in San Jose a 
gang of four came to our house, 
about 10 p. m., just as I was fix- 
ing to go to bed. One had an 
automatic shotgun. All had 
sawed-off pick handles and _ re- 
volvers. I could hear others out- 
side (later I learned there were 
at least 200 in the crowd). Il 
thought it would be better to 
open the door. They said they 
wasn't going to hurt me. I told 
the wife they were going to take 
me for a ride, and she said she 
was going along. I told her to 
stay there. They also told her 
to stay there, but she wouldn't 
stay behind. 


They gathered up thirteen of 
us in East San Jose, on McCurry 
street and Stowe avenue. They 
took us out to a school house. 

After waiting at the school 
house fifteen minutes they blind- 
folded us and drove us out to a 
packing shed. There they took 
our pictures. They wanted to 
beat me up, but my wife being 
there they didn’t quite dare to. 
Chey had already beaten other 
comrades that night. One of 
them they hung up four or five 
feet in the air at the end of a 
rope and let him down again. 
They had knocked three teeth 
loose while they had him ~blind- 
folded. They tore his clothes off, 
took his pants down and wanted 
to stick a pick handle up his 
rectum. They would have done it 
if he hadn’t been a strong man 
able to protect himself. After an 
hour they loaded us all into ma- 
chines and took us to Salinas. 
There we were met by highway 
patrolmen and uniformed police. 
They booked us in Salinas on 
vagrancy charges and took our 
pictures and finger prints. About 
7:30 Friday they sent us in a 
small stage to Santa Barbara. 
The police at Santa Barbara ar- 
rested us on a blanket charge and 
held us there from 2 a. m. until 
5 p. m. Saturday. They released 
us with orders to leave town by 
Sunday noon. The wife and I[ 
came on to Los Angeles and some 
of the boys made arrangements 
to get right back to San Jose.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 2.— 
Under pressure of an _ aroused 
working class and militant lib- 
erals, A. L. Wirin of the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union today 
demanded from the Department 
of Justice that federal authori- 
ties investigate the part played 
by the San Francisco police in 
“vigilante” raids on radical head- 


quarters. He also asked for in- 
dictments if the evidence war- 
rants 1t. 


The basis of Wirin’s demand 
is that under the U. S. criminal 
code it is unlawful for persons 
to conspire to deprive citizens of 
their constitutional rights. 

Other members of the A.C.L.U., 
however, admitted they could do 
nothing. Asked at a recent meet- 
in:, what they could do to help 
the Emergency Committee, Lil- 
lian Symes and Austin Lewis ad- 


mitted they only represented 
themselves. 
Meanwhile, unlawful interfer- 


ence with the rights of the in- 
dividual, curtailment of free 
speech, and mob violence and 
lawlessness were attacked by a 
group of San Francisco profes- 
sional and church people. A 
statement was issued by Bishop 
Parsons, Henry Hawes, Mrs. Earl 
Treadwell, Charles de Young EIl- 
kus, Will J. French, W. P. Full- 
er, Jr., William Simmons, Wil- 
liam Denman, Mrs. William Palm- 
er Lucas, Caxton Rhodes, Louis 
Bartlett, Rabbi  Reichart and 
Adolphus Graupner.

Employers’ groups all over the 
country are clamoring for sup- 
pressive legislation, for control 
of literature, control of the 
schools, control of the press, con- 
trol of the minds of men. They 
hope thus to maintain their dom- 
ination at all costs.

Intimidation of Workers.

Cut Off Communists 
From Relief Rolls 
In Contra Costa Co. 


RICHMOND, Calif., July 25.— 
Known Communists and suspect- 
ed “reds” are being dropped from 
County relief rolls. A notice to 
that effect, described as an _ ulti- 
matum, was posted last Tuesday, 
July 24, in Contra Costa County. 

The press reports that 27 al- 
leged Communists were stricken 
from relief by unanimous vote of 
the County Board of Supervisors. 
Relief head, Ruth “Buzzard” Mc- 
Cord, appeared before the board 
and told them Sacramento had 
shown the way by dropping from 
the relief rolls afl alleged radi- 
cals who had filed for public of- 
fice or signed nomination peti- 
tions. She said several of such 
men had refused SERA _ jobs, 
whereas the truth is that hun- 
dreds of unemployed are _ refus- 
ing the pittance provided by part 
time forced labor and have de- 
manded increased cash relief. 

In San Francisco, Judge Steiger 
and other officials have turned 
over to the relief agencies htn- 
dreds of names of militant work- 
ers who have passed through and 
been man-handled by the courts 
here as a result of last week's 


red raids. The object is to clas-

Oakland Police Chief Bodie has 
announced that henceforth all 
“red” meetings and parades will 
be barred. Andrae B. Nordskog 
of Los Angeles has filed a peti- 
tion with the United States Su- 
preme Court in Washington, D. 
C., to prevent the names of Com- 
munist candidates from being put 
on the State ballots, also to have 


the Communist Party outlawed 
in the U. S. (This petition was 
returned to him with the re- 


quest that it be printed and sub- 
initted to the Court for its Octo- 
ber session.) District Attorney 
Earl Warren of Oakland has 
formed permanent bodies to im- 
pose a rigid censorship over all 
teachings in the public schools. 
in San Jose an ordinance ex- 
pressly aimed at working class 
organizations has been passed to 
prohibit all gatherings in parks 
or on. streets. 

Hundreds of militant workers 
are being thrown off the relief 
rolls in towns and cities all over 
the Pacific Coast.

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32 JAILED IN 
RAIDS STILL 
AWAIT TRIAL 


24 WORKERS SENTENCED 
TO S. F. COUNTY JAIL 
ON VAG. FRAME-UPS. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 
Thirty-two workers arrested dur- 
ing police ivtds since July 17 are 
still seid the S. FP. city jail 
pending jury trial and 24 are in 
the county jail at Ingleside who 
have already been sentenced, ac- 
cording to the latest report from 
the Emergency Committee for the 
Defense of Workers’ Civil Rights. 
Kight are now out on bail and a 
drive is being made to bail out 
all others by Saturday. Writs 
have been taken out on 16 in the 
city jail for reduction in bail. All 
bail will possibly be reduced to 
$250.00 after writs are returned. 
Ten workers are being held for 
possible deportation and eleven 
for investigation. 

The majority of those serving 
time in the county jail were rail- 
roaded by a kangaroo court. Be- 
ing told that they were to appear 
for a summary investigation only, 
they did not demand jury trials. 
However, when they were brought 
before Judge Steiger he called it

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a trial and gave them all sent- 
ences. George Gourdin is serv- 
ing 6 months, nine have been 


sentenced to 90 days, eight to 60 
days, two to 30 days and one to 
15 days. 

One worker, Patrick Burns, be- 
ing held in the city jail is suf- 
fering with six broken ribs as a 
result of beatings by police. 
Three Jailed From Fillmore Hall. 

Five were arrested Saturday 
night, July 27th, when they tried 
to re-open the Workers’ Center 
at 1223 Fillmore street, which had 
been raided and wrecked the week 
before. Mass protests have since 
forced the courts to grant a re- 
‘training order and the hall is 
now open again. 

Geo. Williams, Jos. Sedanoff 
and Ben Freeman were given 30 
days and the other two dismissed. 

Elaine Black, Secretary of the 

International Labor Defense, was 
arrested in Jefferson Park on the 
following Sunday afternoon for 
speaking before a crowd of 
workers. 
_ All of these workers have been 
framed on fake charges of vag- 
rancy. The conditions they are 
suffering in jail are serious. They 
must be bailed out at once. 
Workers or sympathizers who 
have funds or property which can 
be loaned for bail, or who can 
make donations should communi- 
cate immediately with the Em- 
ergency Defense Committee at 
1005 Market street, room 410.

Never before was the need for a United Front of all elements, 
in the workingclass more apparent than now. Capitalism has gath- 
ered all the forces of reaction to crush the working class movement, 
and introduced fascism in full bloom. California was selected as the 
testing ground for this policy, because here is where labor through 
a mighty general strike has sounded a clarion call to the rest of the 
country, for a militant united struggle against the “Raw Deal.” As 
is the practice in every attack against the working class, it is its 
most advanced elements which are the first to be attacked—the 
Communists and the militant workers. 

In 1919 when the full weight of the U. S. government was 
thrown against the newly-formed Communist Party, with wholes:le 
arrests from coast to coast, that was only a prelude for the most’ 
far-reaching open-shop campaign, from which labor has to this day 
mot recovered fully. It is a matter of common knowledge that the 
shipowners and the Industrial Association, in launching the anti-red 


raids, figured on finishing with smashing the marine unions.. But; 
15 years of experience for the Communists and the workers of the 
U. S. defeated this effort. Despite betrayal by the Labor Council 


misleaders, the workers returned to work with a strong union, and 
learned who their real and honest leaders are. 

But failure to crush the Communists does not discourage the, 
capitalists from continuing their fascist line. In fact the momentum 
developed for the drive against the Communist Party has. been broad- 
ened to include fraternal organizations, and unions. Taking a lesson 
from California, in Minneapolis, the National Guards, seized the 
headquarters of the teamsters’ union. Union headquarters in many 
agricultural regions have been smashed. Headquarters of the Marine 
Workers’ Industrial Union, the first to call the seamen out, were) 
also smashed. The term “Communist,” to the capitalist class, de- 
notes all opposition to exploitation, even though it may not yet be 
under Communist leadership. :

The gains of the workers are tremendous as a result of the 
marine and General Strikes. Our failure to win far more is due 
solely to the fact that we had to fight a united front of the Labor 
Council fakers, Rossi, Merriam, and the bosses. 

In the first place the open-shop drive attempted by the bosses, 
and shipowners in particular, was defeated. The company unions 
and boss hiring halls were smashed. 

Secondly, not only have the existing unions been saved from 
destruction but thousands joined many unions. It is only to be re- 
yretted that the labor officials still held many from joining with high 
initiatton fees, and closed union books. The strength of the General 
Strike has forced the unionization of many establishments. 

Thirdly, the workers have learned what fakers their officials, 
especially the higher ones, are. They learned that their real champ- 
ions are the militants and Communists. 

Fourthly, we have had the most dramatic demonstration of the 
power of labor, if it only unites its crafts, and follows a militant 
poulcy. 

Fifthly, the political character of the struggle of the workers was 
made clear to even the most backward. The move of the workers 
was met by a complete mobilization of every force in the hands of 
the capitalist and “impartial” government—the militia, police, depu- 
Many of the 


ties, press, church, provocateurs, fascist bands, etc. 
leaders in this drive were elected as “friends of labor.” 

Finally, the San Francisco General Strike was the most powerful 
call to labor throughout the country to counter the “New Deak’ of- 
fensive to drive down the living conditions, with an offensive for 
better conditions.

Workers Defy Terror, Brutality 
in San Francisco Jail 


(By An Arrested Worker.) 


More than four hundred work- 
ers are jammed into a San Fran- 
cisco jail designed to hold 175. 


With other prisoners, the total 
reaches five hundred. Shouted 
slogans and militant songs re- 


sound through the iron cell blocks 
amidst the groans and screams 
of agonized men. 
up and down the cement corri- 
dors cursing and threatening. Cell 
doors are opened with a clanking 
of steel. Men are dragged into 
the corridor, beaten, kicked. The 
shouts of defiance increase. 
Men lie on the cold cement 
floor and try to sleep. Half of 


them have no _ blankets. Cells 
built to hold three men_= are 
jammed with five. _ Bed-bugs 


swarm over the crowded bodies. 
Workers arrested after months on 
the picket lines — hungry, their 
clothes worn and filthy, — their 
bodies weary from a long, heroic 
struggle. 

A worker cries out for a blan- 
ket. The guards take him out 
and beat him in the corridor. 

Someone curses the thugs who 
beat his comrade. He, too, is 
dragged out and slugced. Their 
bloody, bruised bodies are thrown 
back into the cell. Blood 1s 
streaming from their mouths and 
they are groaning. Their com- 
rades lift them carefully. Others 
shout defiance. A worker gives 
up his blanket to the beaten com- 
rades. 

It is 8 o'clock in the morning. 
How could a man. sleep in this 
screaming hell of torture? A 
prisoner is called by the guards. 
He is ill. He does not hear. He 
lies in his bunk unconscious. The 
jailers call again. The man does 
not answer. The jailers open the 
cell door and drag him out. “He’s 
sick,” says a prisoner. “Don't

The San Francisco General 
Strike was a mass struggle of 
all organized labor defending its 
tundamental right to organize. It 
was a struggle between labor and 
capital on an issue so clear-cut 
as to admit of no confusion in 
the minds of thinking workers. 
Kither the longshoremen were to 
have control of their hiring halls 
or they were not. Either the 
longshoremen were to be organ- 
ized in a union under rank and 
file leadership with control over 
their working conditions or they 
were to work as slaves under a 
boss-controlled union dominated 
by labor fakers. This was an 
issue threatening the very exist- 
ence of organized labor in San 
Francisco. This was the issue 
which drew militant support from 
125,000 workers in the San Fran- 
cisco Bay area who united in a 
solid wall of struggle against the 
trickery and violence of the em- 
ployers. ‘There can be no con- 
fusion or misunderstanding over 
a point so plain as this. 

‘the capitalist newspapers, one 
of the principal strikebreaking 
weapons wielded by the employ- 
ers, made every effort to conceal 
this fundamental issue, to mislead 
both the strikers and the general 
public by editorials and lying 
news articles. The strike was de- 
clared to be a Communist revo- 
lution. Workers struggling for 
living wages and decent working 
conditions were described as_ be- 
ing hypnotized into striking by 
paid agitators from Moscow. 


Attack of Call-Bulletin. 

The San Francisco Call-Bulle- 
tin carried an editorial on July 
17, 1934, which was typical of the 
stand taken by all capitalist pa- 
pers, and which was later re- 
printed in leaflet form and mailed 
to all striking longshoremen. This 
was an effort to side-track the 
workers from the strike and to 
incite them against the Commun- 
ist Party, the one Party which 
had actively supported and given 
leadership to the strike. Mailed 
along with the editorial was a 
copy of Matthew Woll’s red scare 
article recently published in Lib- 
erty magazine and answered in 
the Western Worker. 

The printing of such editorials 
and scare headlines was_ timed 
perfectly to coincide with the 
smashing of workers’ halls, homes 
and headquarters by vigilante 
gangs of Chicago gunmen and 
local hoodlums acting in co-op- 
eration with the police and the 
National Guard, at the direct or- 
ders of the Industrial Associa- 
tion and the city administration. 
It coincided with the illegal ar- 
rests of hundreds of workers who 
had committed no crime but were 
booked on the ridiculous charges 
of vagrancy, and “en route to 
Los Angeles,” so they could be 
held for at least a week without 
setting bail. It coincided with 
the railroading through of the 
yellow sell-out resolution plotted 
by Vanderleur and his Tragedy 
Committee of seven in conjunc- 
tion with the employers (dele- 
gates report that the _ resolution 
was swindled through by a fake 
count of the votes of the Strike 


Committee); it coincided with 
“red scare” radio speeches by 
Archbishop Hanna and General 


Johnson. In short, the Call-Bull- 
etin editorial was part of a care- 
fully planned major strikebreak- 
ing offensive against the workers, 
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The Four Horsemen of the In- 
dustrial Association, the police, 
the newspapers, the Federal med- 
iation board, and the A.F. of L. 
fakers, trying to ride rough-shod 
over organized labor. 


What Is “Communistic’”? 


What part did the Communist 
Party play in the general strike? 
Was the strike led by Commun- 
ists?’ What do the bosses mean 
by Communistic? 

In the first place, all strikes 
are Communistic in one respect 
since they represent a_ struggle 
of workers against the capitalists 
who exploit them. The struggle 
of workers for a decent life 1s 
the fundamental principle of the 
Communist Party. And the bosses 
recognize this struggle and call 
it Communism wherever it crops 
out, 

lt must be observed by every 
worker that the objective of the 
bosses in all scrikes 1s to “break 
them” and to do so by any and 
every means trom demagogy to 
bloodshed. One of the chief me- 
thods of strikebreaking is to sell 
oui the workers through the tric- 
kery of AF of L cif.cials. When 
they refer to “labor’s’ regular 
leaders” chey are referring to 
such notoroius labor skates as 
Ryan, Casey, Vandeleur, McGra- 
dy, etc. When strikers allow 
themselves to be sold out by 
these vicious misleaders they are 
behaving, according to the bosses, 
in a strictly American fashion. 
lf, on the other hand, they dety 
these fakers, elect their own rank 
and file leaders and seek to nego- 
tiate their own demands and 
struggle to win them, then they 
are immediately labelled Com- 
munists and the newspapers 
break out with hysterical head- 
lixes about a Communist revo- 
lution. 

But these rank and file lead- 
ers? Are they Communists? As 
a matter of fact they are very 
apt to be. The Communist Par- 
ty trains its members in the sci- 


ence and technique of political 
and economic struggle. (Com- 
munist Party members make a 


special study of strikes and labor 
struggles. ‘They are well inform- 
ed on all the maneuvers of the 
bosses and the methods or or- 
ganizing against them. In short, 
the Communist Party member, 
trained for leadership, is more 
apt by his very fitness to be- 
come a leader in your union. He 


has no other interest than your 
interest. He is loyal to your 
cause because it is his cause. 


But, you might ask, doesn’t he 
take his orders from Moscow? 
Isn’t he a foreign agitator? Such 
accusations are plain, ordinary 
nonsense. He is your fellow 
worker and more than likely born 
in the U. S. A. If he should 
happen to be born in some other 
country, what of it? He is still 
your fellow worker and his inter- 
ests are the same class interests 
as yours. The Communist Party 
makes no discrimination either of 
race, color or nationality. 

Party Active in Strike. 

But what direct part did the 
Communist Party play in_ the 
strike? The Communist Party 
was tthe only Party which lined 
up 100 per cent on the side of 
the workers and fought their 
battles shoulder to shoulder with 
them. On Bloody ‘Thursday— 
when the police tried to break 
the longshoremen’s strike by_ter- 
ror, Nick Cgundeorakis, a Com- 
munist Party member was shot 
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Strike 
down in the ranks of the work- 
ers. The Western Worker, the 
official newspaper of the Com- 
munist Party was the only paper 
in San Francisco which supporied 
the strike, printed honest reports 
of the workers’ struggle and ex- 
posed the lies and trickery of the 
bosses and the AF of L officials. 
The Western Worker printed re- 
gularly a special ‘baby’ issue as 
the official organ of the long- 
shoremen, carrying official des- 
patches of the ILA strike com- 
mittee, and distributed it on the 
waterfront to aid in maintaining 
unity among the strikers and to 
answer the false statements of 
the bosses’ papers—the San Fran- 
cisco daily newspapers. The Com- 
munist Party, through its vari- 
ous units, issued leaflets through- 
out San Francisco explaining the 
true issues of the Marine Strike 
and rallying public support to the 
strikers. ‘the Communist Party 
worked night and day securing 
relief—food, clothing and money, 
for the striking workers, and ail 
the Communist Party’s candidates 
for the Fall elections were active 
in leading this support of the 
strike. 

The smashing of the Commun- 
ist headquarters and the Western 
Worker offices were part of the 
owners big strikebreaking plan. 
The current attack on the Com- 
munist Party is an attack on the 
working class and its fundamen- 
tal right to organize. This will 
help you to understand why the 
vigilantes who carried out this 
attack were paid by business men 
who grow fat and prosperous 
from your labors. 

Boss Violence. 

Let us quote a few parts of the 
Call-Bulletin editorial and exa- 
mine them: 

“This general strike is VIO- 
LENCE. Violence never suc- 
ceeds. It sows future bitterness 
but never wins a victory.” 

But were any police or ship- 
owners or National Guardsmen 
slugged, jailed or killed? All the 
violence of this strike was pro- 
voked or carried out by the bos- 
ses themselves. 

“Will they allow Communists 
to push them into a_ situation, 
into a struggle from which no 
victory can arise for either side?” 

In other words they are try- 
ing to say that the Communists 
pushed the workers into the 
struggle, that they did not strike 
to remove intolerable working 
conditions and that the hiring 
halls will not be yielded to the 
longshorenien. 

“They did not know that they 
were being lured into a trap from 
which there is no escape except 
through chaos and disaster.” 

Meaning that workers who 
strike are lured into a trap _be- 
cause the bosses are determined 
that workers must accept what- 
ever pay and whatever condi- 
tions the bosses decide or else be 


shot down in their tracks by 
police thugs and troops. 
Every worker, every union and 


every working class organization 
must protest and resist to the 
utmost the growing wave of fas- 
cism that is sweeping the USA 
which was so clearly demon- 
strated in the vigilante and po- 
lice violence during the marine 
strike. 

Protest the attack on working 
class organizations and the ar- 
rest of class conscious workers. 

Fight for rank and file con- 
trol in your unions, not just 
when @ strike is on, but all the 
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hurt him! He's sick. He can’t 
help it.” 

The guards throw a bucket of 
water over the man. His head 
moves slowly and his eyes open. 

“Take that, you son of a 
bi....!" A guard draws back his 
foot and kicks him in the mouth 
with a full swing of his foot. 

“Stop it! You murdering b,.- 
« «S!” yell the prisoners. 

The guards beat the man. They 
beat him = systematically, slowly, 
thoroughly. You could hear his 
ribs crack under their blows. The 
man draws his arms over his face 
and groans. He is too weak to 
scream. 

The guards are finished. The 
man lies motionless, deathly quiet. 
He is shackled and carried to the 
hospital. 

The guards return. 

“Did any of you sons of bu. es 
see anything?” Their voices are 
threatening. The men_ hesitate. 
The guards roar again, “You 
bums didn’t see anything. See?” 


A militant worker steps for- 
ward. “I saw you. I saw you 
murder a man.” 

The guards are quick with their 
keys. Another b=«~----- to slug! 
But they stop quickly. Militant 
workers step forward. “I saw. I 
saw. I saw.” The cell block re- 
sounds with cries, “I saw. I saw. 
I saw.” 

The guards withdraw their 
keys. 


Later in the day the man dies. 

This is the San Francisco jail. 
This is no story from the days 
of the Spanish Inquisition. This 
is the San Francisco jail in 1934. 
These are the militant workers 
who dared to ask for a union of 
their own under their own rank 
and file leadership. This is one 
more incident in the great class 
struggle; one more step toward 
the seizure of power and a work- 
ers’ and farmers’ government.
